5. A tablet formulation as claimed in claim 4 
wherein the excipients comprise micrpcrystalline 
cellulose, anhydrous dibasic calcium phosphate, sodium 
starch glycollate and magnesiun stearate. 

6. A capsule fomdlation comprising the besylate 
salt of amlodipine as c/aimed in claim I in admixture 
with excipients «J / 

7. A capsule formulation as claimed in claim 6 
wherein the excipients comprise an inert diluent, a 
dried disintegrant and a lubricant. 

^8. A capsule formulayion as claimed in claim 1 
wherein the excipients comfitlse mlcrocrystalline 
cellulose, dried maize starch and magnesium stearate.
